Producing Practically the 
Supply of Tin and Rabber 


Rubber, tin,-camphor, tapieca, oleo- 


margarine and khaki dye, and the 
good fold farmyard rooster, How 
many people stop to think where 
these everyday things come from 
originally? Mice and _— elephants, ! 
sticklebacks and crocodiles, pea- 


cocks and parrakeets, tigers and tar- 
antulas, magnificent butterflies, scor- 
pions, centipedes, innumerable mon- 
keys and apes—these only comprise 
an insiginficant part of the endless 
variety of living things in the®far off 
jungle of the Malay Peninsula. 

Away “in the China sea, the most 
soytherly part of Asia a few days’ 
sailing from the Philippines, is  sit- 
uated this small producing 
practically the world’s supply of tin 
and plantation rubber. The Malay 
Peninsula is probably better known 
by its two large seaports, Singapore 
and Penang, both of these being sit- 
uated on small islands belonging to 
Great Britain, quite close in to the 
mainland, with which communication 
is kept by ferry boats. 

The peninsula may best be  des- 
cribed as one vast forest or jungle, 
covering a tumbled mass of
